Hy nobody thought of it before is 
hard to understand. Today the whole 
set-up is so obvious that it seems impos- 
sible it could have been a sleeper until 
two years ago. Yet the fact remains that 
the superlative sport which the sand 
flats, shallows, passes and lagoons 
around the Florida Keys have to offer 
the fly fisherman has been relatively 
unexplored until two springs ago. 

It all started in 1947, when the Out- 
door Writers Association of America 
held its annual summer meeting in St. 
Petersburg. Joseph Brooks, then of 
Baltimore, who attended that meeting, 
decided to look over some of the fishing 
on the Florida East Coast. Joe is a fly 
rod fan from ’way back. He had heard 
that bonefish, snook, “baby” tarpon and 
other game fish all abound in East

Coast waters, and he began wondering 
what a fellow could do with those fish 
if he really went to work seriously with 
fly rod tackle. 

He spoke of this to Allen Corson, out- 
door editor of the Miami Herald. As a 
result of this conversation, Joe moved 
over to Miami after the St. Pete meet- 
ing ended. Allen arranged for him to 
spend a day on the bonefish flats with 
Capt. Jimmie Albright, out of Islamo- 
rada. Joe fished diligently all of that 
day with standard bass bug tacklé and 
a white bucktail. He managed to hook 
several bonefish of which he landed 
two. The rest is history. 

Those two bonefish were not the first 
ever taken on fly rod tackle. Mr. J. T. 
Harrod, who berths his round-bottomed 
skiff at Miami's famous Pier No. 5, is

the only bonefish guide in that distin-— 
guished company of sea-going skippers. 
J. T. is a bonefish specialist of long 
standing. He tells me that at least 20 
years ago he and “his” anglers were 
taking bonefish on Bonbright streamer 
flies in the deep “pot holes” around 
Long Key. It did not occur to him, how- 
ever, to use flies on the flats as they are 
used today. So far as we know, that — 
sort of fishing was not practiced until | 
1939, when Henry Bugbee of Islamo- 
rada actually did hook and land a five-~ 
pounder in the shallow waters of a_ 
bonefish flat. | 
In May 1941, Capt. Bill Smith, also — 
of Islamorada, guided by his wife, 
“Bonefish Bonnie” Smith, hooked and 
landed an eight-pound bonefish on a 
red and white feather streamer. In

Joe Brooks, pioneer bonefisherman, gaffs 
an eight-pound snook for Jack Knight 


April, 1942, “Barrel” Bowen of Miami, 
guided by Capt. Bonefish Bonnie Smith, 
landed a  seven-and-a-quarter-pound 
bonefish on the same fly that did the 
trick for Bill Smith a year earlier. All 
of these fish were taken in the waters 
of Upper Matecumbe Bay. 

There, evidently, the matter rested 
until Joe Brooks went out that day with 
Jimmie Albright. Those first two bone- 
fish that Joe caught convinced him that 
the Florida Keys offered possibilities 
_ for the fly fisherman that probably can- 
not be duplicated anywhere else in the 
world. Accordingly, he settled down to 
find out more about it. 

He engaged quarters at E] Retiro 
Lodge on Key Largo and for the next 
three or four weeks he did little else 
than fish. Either by boat or wading he

explored the waters thereabouts. At first 
he concentrated on bonefish but gradu- 
ally he widened his activities. To his 
delight, he found that just about all the 
game fish in the shallows around the 
Keys responded with high gusto to the 
stimulus of fly rod tackle. 

Now, don’t be misled by the simple 
statement that the game fish of the 
Florida Keys can be taken on a fly. At 
first, Joe found that this fishing was not 
all skittles and beer. Each species 
showed decided preferences in terminal 
tackle. He had to develop new tech- 
niques; learn which types of water were 
most productive. Joe worked hard at 
the job but he accomplished much that 
summer. 

Joe’s enthusiasm for fly fishing around 
the Keys was bound to be contagious. 
Gradually more and more people de- 
serted their casting rods and took up the 
fly rod. Three years ago few people in 
the Keys or Miami knew which end of 
a fly rod to pick up, much less how to 
use one. Now the boat captains speak 
learnedly of multiple taper lines, para- 
bolic action rods and the virtues of 
streamer flies and bucktails as opposed 
to those of popping bugs. Today a fly 
rod man has no trouble finding folks 
who speak his language down among 
the Keys. : 

A while ago I mentioned that new 
techniques and methods must be 
learned to fish successfully in those 
waters. This is all too true. If you can’t 
handle large streamer flies, bucktails 
and popping bugs at distances of at 
least sixty feet or more, then you had 
better take time out to learn before you 
tackle that kind of fishing. Boat cap- 
tains cost money and it doesn’t pay to 
waste their time while you practice fly 
easting. 

Take bonefish, for instance, That’s 
the toughest assignment of the lot. For 
that job you need a big, powerful fly 
rod. Nine-and-one-half feet, six-and- 
one-half ounces, is the absolute mini- 
mum. You must remember that the wind 
blows pretty hard on the bonefish flats 


and to handle comparatively large fly 
rod lures at reasonably long distances 
in the wind requires a rugged rod. 

Youll need a grilse reel, and a good 
one, equipped with a serviceable drag. 
This is vitally important. On this reel 
you should have a three-diameter line, 
usually a GAF, and not less than two 
hundred yards of fifteen-pound nylon 
backing. You can make your own lead- 
ers from coils of nylon filament. We 
used leaders ten or twelve feet long, 
tapered from twenty-pound test at the 
top to twelve- or ten-pound test at the 
point. ; 

You will probably have trouble find- 
ing adequate terminal tackle at most 
northern tackle shops. Best wait until 
you get to the Keys where you can 
find plenty of it. Any of the tackle stores- 
in Miami or Homestead have the last 
word in salt water fly rod lures or you 
can get all you need from the boat cap- 
tains such as Bill and Bonnie Smith 
or the Hollenbeck boys at Little Rock 
Camp on Plantation Key. 

Of course, you do not need to spend 
good money on a guide to go out and 
catch bonefish. At the turn of the tide 
you can find plenty of bonefish feeding 
on the flats around Key Largo, Isla- 
morada, Plantation Key, Marathon, and 
so on, right through to Key West. How- 
ever, trying to learn this specialized sort 
of fishing on your own is false economy. 
Better hire an experienced guide and 
learn about the vagaries of bonefish 
from him before attempting to tackle 
them by yourself. 

Last winter an outdoor columnist 
from New York journeyed to Key Largo 
to try for bonefish. That’s 1200 miles 
by automobile. Now I have fished for 
trout with this chap and I know that 
he is an excellent fisherman. Also, I am 
familiar with the waters he fished in 
Florida and I know they hold plenty of 
bonefish, because in our two trips to 
those same flats Joe Brooks and I had 
no trouble in hooking several. Yet this 
man, an able angler for northern species,

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The day has passed when European ’seopes were 


iL. telescope sight for use on hunt- 
ing rifles is a relatively new thing in 
this country. The Germans, Austrians 
and English sportsmen had excellent 
hunting ‘scopes and _not-so-excellent 
mounts for them long before American 
manufacturers produced their _ first 
models which, it must be admitted, 
were not very satisfactory by compari- 
son with the Zeiss and other fine 
European instruments. 

But what was true of American 
*scopes and mounts 25 years ago is 
not true today. There are at least a 
dozen hunting ‘scopes of American 


manufacture which are as good or bet- © 


ter than the best that ever came out 
of the famous Jena works and there 
must be at least twice as many excellent 
mounts for them. 

One of the latest of these outfits 
is the new Bausch and Lomb Hunting 
sight and its mount. This is the first 
‘time that B & L has ventured into the 
rifle scope field and it can be said 
that their rifle “scope is in every way 
equal in quality’ and design to the 
B & L binoculars and spotting ‘scopes 
which have served us so well in war 
and peace. 

There are three models of the new 
*scope: the Baltur of 2/ power, the 
Balfor of 4 power, and the Balvar 
+ which is a variable power instrument 
giving the shooter an instant choice of 
either 2 power or 4 power by a quarter 
turn of a threaded collar which is 
located just in front of the eye piece. 
‘The shift from 2% power to 4 power 
or back again is made without the 
slightest change of focus. I have an 
idea that the Balvar will be the most 
popular of the three models especially 
among game and “varmint” shooters 
who have frequent use for both these 
magnifications on the same rifle. The 
squirrel hunter, the woodchuck hunter 
and the big game hunter are well 
aware that a ‘scope of fixed power, be 
it 2%, 4, 6, or any other degree is 
not wholly satisfactory for every con- 
dition of light, movement, and defini- 
tion of his targets as he finds them in 
the field. Even a variable power ’scope 
such as the Balvar, which allows a 
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better than ours. Here are three reasons why 


quick shift between a 2% to a 4 power 
magnification, cannot be entirely satis- 
factory under all conditions but it will 
take care of most of them and will 
make things a lot easier for the man 
who can afford only one ’scope sight 
and is in doubt as to the degree of 
power that will serve him best. Con- 
ditions in the field are so variable that 
no sensible man would attempt to say 
which power in a hunting ‘scope will 
be most useful under all conditions but 
in a general way ‘scopes of relatively 
low power (2x) and wide fields of 
view are more suitable for quick. shots 
and for shots at moving game, while 
*scopes of 4, 5, or 6 power give better 
results at long range and at -targets 
that are hard to see. Increased power 
magnification also reduces errors of aim. 

The B & L Balvar when the collar 
is turned to give 2%x has a field of 
view of 34 feet at 100 yards as does 
the 24% Baltur model. The fixed power 
Balfor 4x and the Balvar when set 
at 4x have real fields of 26.2 feet at 
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100 yards. The length of the ‘scopes 
is 11% inches in all three models, tube 
diameters are 1 inch and the weight, 

% ounces, is the same for all three. 
The mount which I shal] mention Jater 
weighs 6 ounces. 

The Balvar is priced at $80, the 
Baltur and Balfor at $65 each. The 
mount: costs $25. 

The purchaser may choose either a 
crosshair reticule or one with cross 
hair and tapered post at no extra charge. 
For an extra $12.50 you can have a

President Vetoes 
Dingell-Johnson Bill 


PRESIDENT TRUMAN deprived mil- 
lions of anglers of a chance for better 
fishing when, on October 12, he 
vetoed the Dingell-Johnson Bill after 
it had passed Congress with the sup- 
port of every conservation-minded 
group and individual in the country. 

The bill would have earmarked 
revenue from the excise tax on fish- 
ing equipment to provide federal aid 
to the states for fish restoration and 
management projects, in the same 
manner Pittman-Robertson funds are 
used to improve hunting. Its failure 
to pass means that the excise tax 
money paid on fishing tackle will 
continue to go into the general 


treasury instead of being used to put 
more fish in our waters. 


In his veto message, President 
Truman said: .““The ‘earmarking’ of 
tax collections amounts to preferen- 
tial treatment of certain taxpayers 
[in this case, the sportsmen who paid 
the tax—Ed.] and tends to weaken 
effective budgetary control of ex- 
penditures. . . .”’ The President also 
stated in his message that the Dingell- 
Johnson Bill “. . . follows the un- 
desirable precedent of ...” the 
Pittman-Robertson Bill “. .-. which 
earmarked taxes on firearms, shells 
and cartridges for wildlife restora- 
tion purposes. .. .” 

The President’s veto message indi- 
eated that he followed the advice of 
the Treasury Department in returning 
the Dingell-Johnson Bill without 
his approval. Obviously, he did not 
follow the wishes of the millions of 
sportsmen throughout the country 
whom the bill would have benefitted.

.875 H & H magnum and back again 
without further adjustment. Once set 
at zero the mount holds the exact ad- 
justment. 

Unless there is a catch in it some- 
where that has escaped me the $80 
Balvar variable power ‘scope, which 
is my favorite of the three, is a better 
bargain in dollars than either or per-_ 
haps both of the other two, the Baltur 
and the Balfur, since it is actually two 
*scopes in one. That is, its a better 


“bargain if the rifleman wants and can 


use both a 2%x ’scope and a 4x ‘scope, 
for he can have them both in a single 
*scope and mount for $105 as against 
$155. for two fixed power ‘scopes and 
one’ mount. Changing a single ‘scope 
from one mount that has been zeroed 
for it to another mount also zeroed for 
it is simple and sure. Shifting two 
different ‘scopes in the same mount 
is, I apprehend, something else again 
with the chances of complete success 
being small. 


I SHOULD add that both the B & L and 
the Stith Master mounts are of the 
quick detachable type and that both 
are equipped with good aperture iron 
rear sights for use on the rare occa- 
sions when iron will serve you better 
than glass. The B & L iron sight is 
detachable, that of the Master Mount 
remains attached to the mount, lying 
flat and out of the way when not in 
use and flipping into position when 
needed which is seldom indeed as one 
becomes accustomed to the use of a 
*scope. Still an iron sight and particu- 
larly an unobtrusive one is never out 
of place on any rifle especially a big 
game rifle. There are occasions when 
the only shot youll get is quick and 
close at a big target and then the simple 
iron sight has the call. 

Many a man has remarked upon what 
he considered to be the absurdity of 
purchasing a ’scope sight and mount 
to be put on a rifle that cost perhaps 
only half the price of the sight. It 
just doesn’t seem to be good business, 
nor would it be if he never does any 
serious shooting, but it’s quite a differ- 
ent matter if one likes to shoot and 
likes to hit the things he shoots at. 
The ability to take accurate aim is to 
him something beyond cash value. If 
he is a target shooter he wants to stick 
close to the x ring; if he hunts game 
large or small he doesn’t want to miss, 
or what is worse, cripple the creature. 
And that man needs a ‘scope sight 
and for him the cost represents a good 
investment. The ‘scope cannot make a 
poor shot an expert but it can improve 
his marksmanship by 50 per cent or 
more, 

A rifle can be worn out or become — 
obsolete but a good ’scope cannot be 
worn out and fine optical qualities 
never can become obsolete inasmuch 
as they are as immutable as light itself. — 


Self-loading Skeet Trap 


HE FIRST completely automatic, self- 

loading clay pigeon traps for skeet 
and trapshooting have finally been pro- 
duced to solve one of the greatest 
headaches in clay target shooting— 
finding trap boys when they are needed 
most. 

The new self-loading, self-springing 
traps received their baptismal under 
fire on September 4, when a pair of 
them were installed at the Norwich 
Fish and Game Association’s skeet field 
at Norwich, Conn. The traps, each 
holding 75 targets, functioned perfectly, 
and several perfect scores were marked 
up by the first skeet shooters ever to 
break targets without benefit of trap 
boys. 

The inventor of the trap, George H. 
Darrell of Stonington, Conn., tells us 
that he took out his first automatic trap 
patent in 1941, but it was not until 
this year that he was able to perfect 
his target-throwing machine to the point 
where it functioned flawlessly. He plans 
to market the traps shortly, and has al- 
ready taken tentative orders for early 
installation in several of the country’s 
larger skeet and trap fields. 

Besides the electrical cocking and 
releasing device, each trap has a mag- 
azine which holds 75 targets. The tar- 
gets feed automatically into the throw- 
ing arm, and the magazine can be re- 
loaded while the trap is functioning, so 
that shooting tempo at the champion- 
ship matches can be stepped up con- 
siderably.

flavor of icy rain, cascading through the 
gray winter woods, and pocking the 
surface of the lagoons. It is raw wilder- 
ness, back-of-beyond, where the gob- 
bler makes his home. 

For long years after the assorted flags 
of half a dozen nations had flown 
around the fringes of North America, 
the bronzed monarch went well into the 
shadows with the passenger pigeon and 
the heath hen. Only by his wariness and 
wildness, and the scattered iotas of 
protection that glimmered here and 
there with America’s growing conscious- 
ness of its game resources, did he sur- 
vive at all. He passed the crisis within 
the past quarter-century. With the help 
of refuges, plantations and tightening 
game laws, the waning flocks built back 
and today are abundant again in many 
sections of the nation. Florida claims a 
wild turkey population of more than 
25,000 birds. 


HE MOON that hung persistently 

over the swamp forest after mid- 
night had dipped beyond the ridge 
when I threw sand on our pre-dawn 
coffee fire and followed Ben’s dim out- 
line into the blackness under the trees. 
Doc whispered “Good luck” and turned 
upswamp to the head of the lake where 
he had roosted his birds the afternoon 
before. At the end of the watery flat 
Ben pushed me out of sight into a cane 
thicket and shuffled on to a low ridge 
he had spotted during the last twilight 
hours. The soft pad of Ben’s boots died 
in the darkness and [I settled back to 
wait. The dawn wind that always went 
to bring the sun was busy in the tree 
tops and along the water's edge, tug- 
ging-at the sleepy night. 

That hour in the turkey -woods just 
at the crack of day was one of the most 
impressive I ever knew. After the wind 
a gray streamer of light glimmered be- 
yond the twig pattern. The churring 
bark of a squirrel was the first soft voice 
to greet the dawn. A thrasher answered 


‘from a nearby thicket and the chorus 


swelled in volume and symphony. The 
light grew brighter and objects began 
to take shape in the woods. The dark 
blotch which had looked so much like 


‘a turkey against the stars, changed 


magically into a clump of mistletoe. 
The trees were suddenly filled with 
small birds, swinging from every twig 
and limb. In the brightening distance a 
crow called his first challenge ‘to the 
day. 

His call alerted me. Seldom have I 
heard a turkey gobble or leave his roost 
before the first crow call of morning. 
Ben heard it, too. A hundred yards 
away, on the sand ridge, he yelped with 
the first note of a feeding tom. After 


five dragging minutes I replied in the 
same cautious voice. There was no an- 
swer from the swamp. 

Ten minutes passed, then twenty. 
Above the awakening swamp noises I 
heard the beat of heavy wings, and 
then another. I wasn’t cold any more. 
Hot blood pounded in my wrists and 
against my throat. I caught a glimpse of 
big bodies in the air and thumbed off 
my safety catch. I flicked it on again 
when four birds put on brakes and 
dropped a hundred and fifty yards 
away at the edge of the lagoon. There 
were more but I couldn’t see them. 

After a few minutes I touched my 
yelper, just once. One gobbler, larger 
than the others, raised his head and 
stood for a long minute, his telescopic 
eyes sweeping the swamp floor. Then 
he began to feed with the other birds, 
working slowly toward me. 

I shifted my weight on numbing legs, 
counting the agonized seconds. One 
minute more, I thought, maybe two— 
and the silence of the swamp was sud- 
denly torn apart by the double blast 
of a shotgun. I was so tight that I al- 
most jumped out of the cane thicket. 
The four turkeys left the ground. They 
saw my startled movement and veered 
sharply toward the river. I threw a wild 
shot into the tree tops and they climbed 
on for the safety of far places as though 
they were jet propelled. An instant later 
Ben’s double barked with two well- 
spaced shots. 

I climbed out of my blind and went 
to meet Ben at the head of the lagoon. - 
With an effort he lifted up a big gob- 
bler. A smaller one lay on the ground 
at his feet. 

“Santa Claus,” he announced, “has 
come.” 


HEFTED the largest bird. He weighed 

well over twenty pounds. I threw 
him over my shoulder to lighten Ben’s 
load and we circled the narrow lake.

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FISHING WITH 
SAVTH CLAUS 


By LEE WULFF, FISHING EDITOR 


A Goop many anglers and friends 
of anglers will go fishing with Santa 
Claus this month.’ They'll be casting 
around for useful gifts to bring long- 
lived pleasure to the sportsmen on their 
Christmas lists. Sometimes, like an 
angler on an unfamiliar stream they'll 
feel the need of a guide and that’s where 
Santa Claus comes in. The merry old 
fellow with the red suit knows his way 
around the shopping centers and _ his 
advice on buying gifts for anglers might 
run something like this: 

The finest present to receive is some- 
thing long or ardently desired but con- 
sidered too much of a luxury to be af- 
forded. Such a gift is treasured and 
well remembered. It is far better to 
give a present in that category than 
to give one which the recipient would 
probably buy for himself, anyway. Pick- 
ing the perfect gift, like catching the 
biggest fish, may take some time and 
planning but the thrill of seeing such 
a package opened is akin to the pleas- 


ure and pride that goes with coming 
home with a wary old lunker that has 
been fooling fishermen for many a year. 
Anglers have a deep love for their 
sport. They'll place their tackle where 
they can see or easily reach it all 
through the year. An angling gift will 
be cherished immediately even though 
the season for its use may be far off 
in time. 

Like an angler who fishes familiar 
waters a fisherman buying a_ tackle 
gift for. a fishing pal should need no 
help. A little thought and ‘shopping 
time will culminate in the purchase of 
a pleasing gift. Some unobtrusive pros- 
pecting as to the wants and needs of 
each friend on the list can be started 
so far ahead of the normal time of 
purchase that the gift will come as 
a complete surprise even though the 
one receiving it has actually expressed 
a longing for that particular item. The 
main purpose of the giver should be

to help the sport give more satisfaction 
and from this viewpoint a very light 
bait casting line, for example, given to 
a confirmed 15- or 20-pound test bait 
caster may open up a new field of fun. 
A 9-pound test line will cast a lure 
much farther and to the surprise of 
many veterans is adequate for the 
playing of almost any fish fresh water 
holds. Such a line is an inexpensive 
way to. give long-lasting pleasure. 
Thoughtfulness in the selection of a gift 
can make up for lack of dollars in a 
shopper’s wallet. Gifts, Santa will say, 
are from the heart as well as the hand. 

Non-anglers who wish to give pres- 
ents to confirmed enthusiasts are faced 
with a difficult problem. The one to 
receive the gift seems to know so much 
about tackle and to be so definite and 
restricting in his likes and needs that 
a necktie, a shirt or a Christmas Credit 
at his favorite store often looks like the 
best solution. Sporting goods salesmen 
are helpful but theyre human and may

- fail through limited information to pick 
- out a gift well suited for the individual 
_ described. That’s where a thoughtful 
angler may offer to help friends of 
his fishing buddies in selecting their 
_ gifts and thereby serve a dual purpose. 
Not only can the fisherman who re- 
ceives the gift be pleased more com- 
pletely but the friend who gives will 
realize extra satisfaction through the 
real appreciation the gift evokes. Sery- 
ing as guide on a shopping tour is 
another way of giving pleasure that 
costs the giver only a little time. 

For the gift seeker who is momen- 
* tarily stumped Santa might run quickly 
over the four general categories of 
gifts for_a brief listing of things avail- 
_able. In the field of actual. tackle these 
things are included: rods, reels, lines, 
leaders, hooks, flies, lures, fly and lure 
making kits, landing nets, floats, sink- 
ers and similar things. 

Next come the accessories such as 
creels, tackle boxes, boots, waders, 
wading sandals, felt sections for re-

_ reel cases. 

Special clothing for the sport includes 
fly vests, fishing jackets, warm outdoor 
garments of many sorts, hiking shoes, 
shirts with pleasing colors and ample 
pocket space, rainproof suits and jack- 
ets, warm long underwear for the lads 
and lassies who attempt the early sea- 
son in the north and lightweight gar- 
ments. with plenty of freedom of action 
for those who angle where the sun is 
hot. 

Utility equipment includes flashlights 
and camping gear, compasses and 
cameras, hunting knives, hatchets, boats 
and outboard motors, canoes, paddles, 
anchors, binoculars, duffle bags and 
pack baskets, fish scalers and scales 
for weighing fish, and last but not 
least books on angling or subscriptions 
- to a’ good outdoor magazine.

tion that the shore fishing on southern 
salt and brackish waters is both exciting 
and productive. The sea produces larger 
fish than the lakes and streams. They 
have more water to swim in, greater 
distances to travel, and in many cases 
they are stronger and swifter, pound 
for pound, than their landlocked breth- 
ren. Ordinary fresh water fishing tackle 
will take many of these game fish and 
anglers who yearn for something solid 
and hard to hold on the end of their 
favorite fly or baitcasting outfit will do 
well to investigate such fish as the 
tarpon, bonefish, ladyfish, snook, red 


| drum, weakfish, permit and others. 


Beware of Private Stocking 


ne temptation the average angler 
may haye to add a new species of 
fish to a given body of water should be 
checked through the State authorities. 
The days of free stocking when anyone 
could put any sort of fish he wanted 
to into any lakes or streams have gone 
forever. Most states have a penalty for 
unapproved stocking. Too many mis- 
takes were made. The carp, for exam- 
ple, is considered to have been one. 
We'd probably be better off if they 
had not been introduced to this con- 
tinent at all. If bass are introduced into 
warmish or marginal trout water they 
will quickly take it over. Even the 
stocking of bullheads or perch or blue- 
gills may seriously upset the balance of 
fish life in a given pond or watershed. 

The use of varied species of fish as 
live bait have led to the establishment 
of a good many undesirable species. 
Small carp, used as baitfish, have lived 
through the strike and in spite of a 
ripped jaw or torn back, they have 
escaped, lived and multiplied. Anglers 
who. catch live bait in one body of 
water for fishing in another should be 
extremely careful that the minnows 
they use are either of a species already 
established in the waters they fish or 
of a type which is approved and will 
not be injurious to those waters. 

The balance of fish life in a given 
body of water is difficult to control. In 
a small lake near my home there ‘is an 
abundance of cisco and whitefish but 
they seem to be too large for the bass 
to teed upon. There is also an abun- 
dance of bluegills and crappies. Bass 
fishing has been on the downgrade. The 
recommended remedy is to stock some 
northern pike of fair size, taking them 
from water supply areas closed to fish- 
ing. The pike are counted upon to 
reduce the cisco and whitefish popula- 
tion and the food formerly consumed 
by these fish will be available for the 
shiners and other small fish already 
established in the lake which will make 
good bass food. A second step is the 
encouragement of bluegill fishing, es- 
pecially by children so that the number 
of these fish will be reduced.

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reefs. In the early morning or late eve- 
ning; when there is no sun, he rises 
readily to popping bugs. When the sun 
is on the water, however, you had best 
use a big streamer fly. The game is to 
cast it back under the mangroves so 
that it falls well within the shaded 
area. Let the fly sink a foot or two and 
then retrieve it in short, erratic jerks. 
The slashing strike of a grown-up snook 
is something you won't forget in a 
hurry. 

These fish grow to fifty pounds and 
over. However, those you land are only 
the ones that you can hold away from 
the mangrove roots. Several times I had 
large snook pull a fifteen-pound nylon 
leader right smack in half and depart 
with my streamer fly. If you land one 
around ten or twelve pounds while fish- 
ing a mangrove shoreline, you've done 
a good job of angling. 

While on that trip our guide said 
something to me that has stuck in my 
memory. Knowing that the fly rod was 
fairly new in those waters, I asked him 
what he thought of that style of fishing. 

“Think of itP” he replied. “It’s mur- 
der. Not with guys who put their fish 
back,. of course. But a fish hog who 
knows how to use a fly rod can catch 
four times as many fish as“he ever could 
with bait or plug.” 


Once in the Keys, it isn’t necessary 
to travel long distances to find good 
fishing. I spent about two weeks on 
Key Largo at El Retiro Lodge, owned 
by Capt. Ray Shuey, retired U. S. Army 
Captain. Ray is an enthusiastic fisher- 
man. Once in a while, when he could 
take time out from his many duties; we 
found good fishing for sea trout, tar- 
pon, redfish, chiro and snook not ten 
minutes from his dock. 

One evening Ray and I went over 
to: Tarpon Basin, about a ten-minute 
trip by skiff and outboard motor. We 
shut off the motor and I unlimbered a 
big white popping bug. For the next 
two hours we caught and released game 
fish—chiro, redfish and jack. Rarely did 
I cast and retrieve the bug that I did 
not have a fish of some sort take a 
crack at it. Ray refused to fish. He 


merely handled- the boat and ‘most of | 


the time laughed like a kid at a circus. 
As a grand finale, I hooked and landed 
a sea trout that took second place in 
the Metropolitan Miami Fishing Tour- 


‘nament. 


Frequently I have been asked about 
the accommodations down there in the 
Keys. I can answer that without hesita- 
tion—a good deal better than you will 
find at the average fishing camp. Almost 
everything on the Keys is new—houses, 
furnishings, beds, linen, everything. 
Your quarters will be a modern hotel 
room and bath. Beds have inner-spring 
mattresses. You can be every bit as com- 
fortable on the Keys as you can at home. 

As for food, you won't find much

On down 
the road you can stop at The Anchor- 
age or The Green Turtle or a dozen 
others. The food is excellent. Moreover, 
prices for both lodging and food com- 
pare favorably with any of the northern 
resorts. 

To be sure, the Florida sun is hot. 
But there is nearly always a breeze. The 
air is tempered by the surrounding 
water and the climate generally is every 
bit as comfortable as in most northern 
states. I have felt far hotter and more 
uncomfortable in Ohio and back home 
in Pennsylvania than I ever have in 
Florida. 

And the fly fishing—believe me, 
youll find it beyond belief. It is rather 
unusual in northern fishing ever to see 
the backing on your reel drum, except 
while salmon fishing. Down among the 
Keys you become very well acquainted 
with the backing on your reel. An 
eight-pound bonefish will take out the 
casting line so fast that you won't re- 
member its going. Until you have 
hooked a_ bonefish, you can never 
imagine their speed and their power. 
In three days in the Ten Thousand 
Islands large fish broke my terminal 
tackle oftener than northern varieties 
had in more than thirty years of active 
angling. It is the rule, not the exception, 
that you hook something too large to 
handle. 

You will note that I titled this article 
“Fly Fisherman’s Paradise.” That per- 
fectly describes the Florida Keys. 
Somewhere on this globe there may be 
a better fishing spot. You can depend 
upon it, however, that you won’t find 
it within easy driving distance over 
good roads. Better plan to look it over 
before it becomes too crowded.

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GEARSHIFT 


OUTBOARDS 


By ELON JESSUP, BOATING EDITOR 


1. was almost. exactly a year ago 
that Johnson Motors launched a first- 
class furore in outboard motordom with 
their new 10-hp. model featuring gear- 
shift control. This permitted operation 


in neutral and reverse as well as for- 
~ ward, a convenience limited heretofore 


to inboard engines alone. Of course, 
many of the low to medium power out- 
boards for years had been using the 
familiar swivel of the entire motor to 
reverse—as many still do—but this 
gearshift system in the form of an in- 
corporated unit was radically new. 

The small boat world had scarcely re- 
covered breath when another leading 
manufacturer divulged that its own 
engineers had been working independ- 
ently along similar lines. The Scott- 
Atwater Company thereupon produced 
a 1949 New Year’s surprise in the form 
of three new models, each equipped 
with its own version of the gearshift 
system, specifically a 4-hp. single, 5-hp. 
twin and a 74-hp. twin. 

This present month of December 
1949 strikes us as a suitable time to ex- 
amine the record. Generally speaking, 
it seems as if a new idea possessing the 
fortitude to weather a full year of the 
present world economically constituted 


‘as it is must be with us to stay. 


Plans for the 1950 season feature 
continued production by both concerns 
of gearshift models, Johnson with their 
10 hp., Scott-Atwater with their three 
models just specified and two larger 
motors. Johnson in addition has re- 
cently announced a smaller model, a 
new 5-hp. unit equipped with a special 
neutral control mechanism, differing 
from their 10 in that the reverse is here 
omitted, being replaced by the familiar 
method of swiveling the motor around 
for reverse. Neutral control lever of this 
new 5 is mounted atop powerhead. 
The neutral position is achieved by 
flicking the lever outward. By closing 
the lever, the motor operates in conven- 
tional] manner. 
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How have gearshijt outboards worked 


out and what makes ’em tick? 


But to return from this forthcoming 
variation of the gearshift to the full gear- 
shift functioning in the Johnson 10 and 
the three Scott-Atwaters. Naturally, de- 
tails of mechanism differ with the two 
concerns. But basically the two systems 
are enough alike to be grouped for 
general descriptive purposes as virtually 
the same. So, let’s group them as such 
and see what a gearshift looks like. 

Most of the operating parts remain 
hidden from view inside the motor. 
The best way of seeing it all is to 
keep an eye out for one of the cutaway 
exhibit models at a. boat show or sports- 
men’s show this winter. Or, you might 
find one on display at a major out- 
board agency in one of the larger cities. 
You'll thereby get the idea down to the 
last detail as nowhere else. : 

First thing that strikes you will 
probably be that a gearshift isn’t nearly 
as complicated an affair as you may 
have imagined. To the contrary, the 


parts turn out to be relatively few and 
the operation remarkably 


simple. - 


Stripped down to essentials, here’s about — 


all it amounts to. 


As you are well aware, the horizontal _ 


propeller shaft of an outboard motor has 
always been equipped with a forward 
gear, meshing with another gear at the 
lower end of the vertical drive shaft; 
in other words, the transmission which 
drives the boat ahead. Okay. What's 
there against adding a second gear to 
the propeller shaft? Face it in the op- 


posite direction from the gear that 


drives your boat ahead and on the 


other side of the drive shaft gear. 
What you'd naturally get would be “re- 
verse.” 

There, in simple terms is the story. 
The rest you might class as contributing 
details. You’ve now acquired a reverse. 
The resulting two gears on the propeller 
shaft—instead of the former one gear 
—are both constantly meshed in the 


oaks 


q 


gear at the lower end of the drive 
shaft. But you can’t go in two opposite 
directions at once. What’s more, it is 
desirable and even essential to supply 
an interim between forward and re- 
verse when the propeller and boat re- 
fuse to move at all, an interim commonly 
known as “neutral”. This brings us to 
the rest of the works. 

The coordinating member consists 
of a sliding clutch “dog” or “collar” 
or whatever you care to call it on the 
propeller shaft itself and rotating with 
the shaft. If you slide this dog forward, 
you find the forward gear engaged and 
boat goes ahead. If you slide the dog 
aft, the reverse gear becomes engaged 
and the boat starts to back up. But if the 
dog is engaged with neither of these 
gears, you are naturally in neutral, half- 
way between, the motor going, the pro- 
peller standing still. 


HE various moves of the clutch dog 

are controlled by your own operat- 
ing hand, gripping a lever arrangement 
protruding through the hood of the 
motor. In the case of the Johnson, this 
device consists of a single small knob 
on front of the motor operating verti- 
cally on a panel marked from top to 
bottom, “reverse”, “neutral”, “forward”. 
In the case of the Scott-Atwaters it 
consists of a single knob on one side 
of the motor, the same respective guid- 
ing markers ranging from rear to for- 
ward. These control knobs are the only 
parts of a gearshift visible to the human 
eye. A system of rods inside the motor 
connects these with the actual operat- 
ing mechanism below. 
_ Safety checks have been installed. It 
is well known that when youre running 
ahead, a motor can be hopped up to 
about anything you like, traffic and 
rocks permitting. The gearshift per- 
mits this full ahead freedom. But with 
neutral and reverse, it’s different. Rac- 
ing a motor in neutral doesn’t do it a 
bit of good. Speedy reversing is also 
bad practice. Measures have been 
taken in the construction of outboard 
gearshifts to prevent both. 

Thus for the various parts that go 


to make up a complete gearshift. If 


the total sounds a bit hefty, you find 
that actually the weight is relatively 
insignificant. Scott-Atwater claims that 
the complete assembly adds only 1% 
pounds to the weight of one of their 
motors, Apparently, the mechanism is 
also abundantly rugged, for the same 
concern says that at the end of 266,807 
test shifts the gearshift showed no signs 
of significant wear. Johnson for their 
part feature an interesting variation in 
weight-saving in the form of their now 
familiar “two-hand-carry” separate fuel 
tank, the motor itself being tankless. 
This cuts down the weight of their 
10 hp. gearshift model to 58 pounds.

y this department voice general satis-' 


faction with their gearshift motors. My 
personal operating experience has been 
confined chiefly to the 5 hp. Scott- 
Atwater gearshift model, an alternate 
firing twin. It has performed satisfac- 
torily throughout. 


Giant Fish and Outboards 


1 Farrincton in his new book 
Sport Fishing Boats (W. W. Nor- 
ton, New York, $4) includes a collection 
of excellent photos of expensively 
equipped 42-footers and_ otherwise, 
featuring outriggers, diesels and glory 
knows what else, commonly associated 
with salt water big game fishing. 

Page 103 comes up with something 
radically different. This picture was 
taken at Louisburg, Nova Scotia in 
1936. This shows a crude, wide-open 
deep sea dory, sparsely equipped but 
rigged with a fighting chair. It was 
while seated therein that Michael Ler- 
ner—hold your hats—took the North 
American record broadbill swordfish 
weighing 601 pounds. Nor did he re- 
quire the help of a twin screw marine 
engine job to do it. His 20-foot dory 
was powered solely by a stock out- 
board motor. 

Tarpon don’t run as big but they're 
said to make up for the difference with 
their fighting qualities. However that 
may be, a 7% foot tarpon weighing 184 
would seem aplenty. This was the fish 
recently landed by Lester Davis in 
winning the 19th annual International 
Tarpon tournament at Sarasota, Florida, 
presumably the largest tarpon taken on 
the west coast of Florida in more than 
twenty years. What kind of boat and 
motor? A small 14-foot runabout 
powered by a 7% horsepower Mercury 
outboard motor. 


Short Plywood Panels 


pees of home building with ply- 
wood come up periodically. Latest 
is from a reader planning to build an 
outboard cruiser. Only panels available 
are not long enough to carry the entire 
length of hull. Where should he make 
the necessary joins. On the frames or 
somewhere between the frames? 

Half-way between two frames is al- 
most invariably the best position, ordi- 
nary square-end butt construction being 
used, backed by a plywood butt block 
of same thickness as the planking. Re- 
inforce with about a dozen fastenings 
on either side of join in addition to 
waterproof glue, also using clamp pres- 
sure. Given any choice in the matter, 
plan to bring the joins where curvatures 
in the hull ease off, permitting the 
wood to bend in a more even sweep. 
This often means placing the butt 
blocks well aft. Stagger the butt blocks 
if several are required, although be- 
cause of the width of plywood panels, 
this is seldom needed.

THE AMATEUR BREEDER 


By HENRY P. DAVIS, KENNEL EDITOR 


Nw. 1s the time for the breeding 
of “early” puppies. By “early” puppies 
we mean those that are whelped in 
January, February, March or April. 
Every sporting dog puppy born is a 
potential field trial winner. His breeder 
may not be interested in field trials 
in the least, but the puppy may pass 
into the hands of some other sportsman 
who has a-definite yen to own a field 
trial dog. 

Early puppies have the advantage of 
doing much of their youthful growing 
in the months of favorable weather. 
In the spring and summer they can 
remain outside most of the time, getting 
the benefit of plenty of sunshine and 
exercise. By the time fall has rolled 
around they are old enough to be 
taught the first steps in training, to 
recognize their names, to lead, to come 
when called. In the meantime, of course, 
they should have been innoculated 
against distemper, treated for worms 
and given a good start in life. 

Then, if the owner so desires, he can

of parents. Here are some things to look for 


introduce them to work in the field in 
short periods, thus giving them a good 
background against which to build 
when serious training starts the follow- 
ing season. Some puppies are more 
precocious than others, and are doing 
some fairly good work by the time they 
are a year old. But the owner should 
not crowd them to this extent. Rather 
it is best to allow them the full period 
of puppyhood in which to grow up 
naturally. 

A good many amateur breeders are 
content to go about obtaining and 
raising a litter of puppies by haphazard, 
catch-as-catch-can methods. A friend 
has a male dog that performs well in 
the field. This dog should therefore, 
according to the general belief of the 
amateur breeder, produce good field 
performing puppies. Unfortunately, for 
the amateur this theory does not always 
work out in practice, and he is dis- 
appointed in the results. 

The studious and_ serious-minded 
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breeder looks into the background of 
both the prospective sire and the bitch 
to be used before he makes a mating, 
He checks the family tree of each for 
outstanding workers, and assures him- 
self at least that the bloodlines have 
a fair chance for a successful combining. 
Even then he cannot be assured that 
outstanding puppies will be produced. 
Many pedigrees look beautiful on paper 
and all evidence points to sterling per- 
formers as these bloodlines are com=- 
bined, but “it ain’t necessarily so.” The 
fullest consideration should be given 
the individuals themselves. Too many 
breeders have suffered great disappoint 
ments simply because they bred to 
pedigrees instead of individuals. Many 
authorities consider “pedigree breed- 
ing” the main cause of the decline in 
field quality of the Llewellyn strain of 
English setters. Breeders flocked to the 
sires that had “beautiful” pedigrees, 
with too little regard for their known 
ability as producers or in the field. 
Before you choose a mate for your

ch, first consider his own ability in | 
1¢ field, then his ability to transmit 
is good qualities to puppies from a 
umber of bitches and then look at his 
ackground to see if you are breeding 
_ closely or if you are making too 
‘drastic an outcross. If everything looks 
kay and you are satisfied with his 
wn ability in the field and like the 
ype of puppies he consistently sires, 
then go ahéad, still keeping your fingers 
crossed and hoping for the best. Many 
millions of words have been written 
on dog breeding, but, in my opinion, 
no absolutely sure-fire formula for pro- 
‘ducing champions or even exceptional 
performers has been discovered. If such 
‘a set procedure were available we'd all 
thave top quality dogs and _ training 
would take on less importance. As it 
is now we've got to breed dogs that 
‘possess proper instinct in abundance 
‘and then shape those instincts through 
training to suit our requirements. 
Though no magic formula exists, there 
are definite procedures through which 
we can have reasonable hope of more 
than fair success. 


‘Jw voc breeding we .can well take a 

page, or the whole book for that mat- 
ter, from the breeders of cattle, swine 
and poultry. Here extremely close atten- 
tion is paid to the selection of individ- 
uals and their known ability to produce. 
The basis of every sound breeding pro- 
gram is careful selection. To make that 
selection we must have a good knowl- 
edge of the breed. The transmitting 
abilities of a prospective sire can be 
reasonably predicted, at least to some 
‘extent, by studying his immediate 
ancestors, his family tree for several 
generations, and their records of pro- 
duction. Occasionally an outstanding 
sire comes from a rather mediocre 
family and produces better puppies than 
any other member of his immediate 
family has ever produced. It is more 
often, however, that the best sires come 
from families of high quality with im- 
pressive producing records. Many good 
‘sires in all sporting breeds are available 
today. There is no great need, except 
im exceptional cases and for experi- 
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mental purposes, to use an untested 
sire. Pick one you know to be a good 
dog. Be sure he is capable of producing 
good puppies. See that he comes from a 
line which possessed the same qualities. 

And don’t depend entirely upon the 
sire. Remember the bitch you use plays 
a most important part, too. You are able 
to check on the sire because he can 
become the father of many litters of 
puppies in a year’s time, while two 
litters a year is about all a bitch can 
produce. Quite a few undersized or 
gun-shy or so-called worthless bitches 
have produced outstanding dogs, but 
they are greatly in the minority and 
generally victims of circumstance at 
an early age that had the blood of 
outstanding dogs coursing in their veins. 

Heredity in dogs is a subject about 
which too little is known, but every 
effort should be made to breed to a 
sire that is strong where the bitch is 
weak, that can offset her faults by his 
good qualities and enhance her virtues. 
To accomplish this is writing a pretty 
large ticket, but your efforts have a 
better chance of success if these matters 
are given careful consideration before 
the mating is made. Don’t try hap- 
hazard methods. Think the matter 
through, and you're more likely to be 
in for congratulations on the results. 

Before you breed your bitch she 
should be in hard field condition. Have 
a complete physical check-up made, 
and see that she is free of internal 
and external parasites. If you send her 
to the stud, make arrangements to have 
her arrive a few days early and be 
held there until safely out of danger. 
This may cost a bit more but it is 
worth it.

to flow into Deadman’s Bay on the Gulf 
of Mexico. It’s a picture stream for 
northern eyes, exotic with slender cab- 
bage palms and the brooding vigilance 
of moss-hung live oak trees. 

We met our guide, Henry Strickland, 
at the dock—and liked him immedi- 
ately. Henry's face was weathered by 
the sun and wind. Squint-eyed, under 
an old felt, he found the river good. But, 
being a fisherman, he volunteered no 
prophecy on the sport ahead. 

We bucked the current far upstream, 
through gentle runs and inky pools. 
Bream plopped on the surface and 
great blue herons launched themselves 
in ponderous flight. Finally, Strickland 
cut the outboard and reached for his 
paddle.
